over the head by a belaying pin and 
thrown head foremost into tlic vessel's 
hold. The Cleves sailed from 
lia-lti- 


morc'.Tnne 5, coal laden, for Porto Kico. 
She was commanded by Captain Thos. 
C. Wallace, Mate Christopher Sannef 
and carried s. crew.of T'jur colored men, 
shipped at Baltimore, ami Steward 
Berra. On June 21 St. Johns was 
reached. The crew had bohuvod badly 
and carried things their own way in 
port: On Sunday, July 1'2 they came 
aboard and one of them named Wil- 
liams demanded his wages from thu 
captain, which was refused. The othei 
three went forward, quarreling with 
the steward, and the mate told, them tc 
stop their noise. Williams hit the mate 
when his back was turned, knocking 
him to the deck ou the edge of the 
hatchway. 
. 


• Mate Sanner says: "It was his evi- 


dent intention to throw me down the 
hatch. Three men jumped on me and 
one rushed at the captain, seizing him 
by the throat, The stewa-rd ran to aid 
me and Williams,struck him with a be- 
laying pin. They then threw him 
down the hatch. I managed to strug- 
gle to my feet, threw a cask at one oi 
the men, breaking his head and then 
'fired a shot from my revolver to secure 
aid and -the fight was over. Uerra 
died a few days later. The crew were 
arrested and the Spanish authorities 
wanted to string them up, but the con 
sul interfered and told us he would 
send them to the states."

filthiest people he saw on the conti- 
nent. It was the one great drawbacks 
to the enjoyment of a trip through that 
land, so wonderonsly b'essed by nature. 
Starting 
from 
Switzerland, 
they 


crossed over the Alps by the. pass of 
St. Bernard, intending to follow the 
route of Napoleon, but by accident, be- 
ing thrown into another road in the 
descent. It was on the Fourth of July 
they reached 
the 
Hospice of St. 


Bernard, a monkish life-saving station 
on top of the mountain, where all 
travelers coming that way are hospit- 
ably cared for free of charge. In going 
down the other side of the • Alps they 
missed their way and passed through 
the Goiter region, so called because all 
the people are affected with an enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid gland. 


Disappointment awaited the travelers 


at Genoa, the birth-place of Columbus. 
Instead of rinding the palaces of an- 
cient times, there was nothing but 
meat shops and bake stalls. The use- 
lessness of paying $10 or so for a pass- 
port was illustrated by a little experi- 
ence which occurred at the hotel here, 
where the landlord grew suspicious, 
and calling in an officer demanded to 
see the passports of the two young 
travelers. They had none, but their 
Irish wit saved them. ' They produced 
their letters of credit, and pointing to 
a picture of the American flag printed 
in colors on one corner of the letters, 
explained that to be their passport. 
It 


worked beautifully. 


Ins crossing over the Mediterranean 


sea to Naples, they encountered the 
Italian flea, worse than anything, not 
excepting the American book agent, 
they had ever seen. They were of all 
varieties, colors and sizes, and all 
mngry. At Naples came the beggars, 
losts of them, and all displaying their 
deformities to the greatest advantage. 
Naples has 350,000 inhabitants, 125,- 
000 of whom are beggars. 


The lecturer gave a very realistic de- 


scription of an ascent to the crater of 
Vesuvius, which was then cutting up 
all sorts of capers. 
Down the sides of 


the volcano, near the base, are the 
finest vineyards in the world. Fruits 
grow prolific without the least care. 
The lecturer spoke of seeing bunches 
of grapes three feet long and two feet 
wide, and these were not considered 
big bunches, either. The bunches were 
not thick, but flat, only two or three 
layers deep. The people living .there 
are the most shiftless, degraded humans 
to be found in Europe. They live like 
brutes. 


The lecturer referred briefly to a few 


experiences in Rome, of the Vatican, 
St. Peter's, the forum, Tarpeian rock, 
from which he jumped without serious 
inconvenience, and the vanishing seven 
hills of the ancient city. They had the 
usual experience with the robbing land- 
lord, who made a bill of $7.00 out of 
one for $1.50, and how the travelers 
squelched him by firing extracts from 
the Declaration of Independence and 
the constitution at the dago nntilj he

Years of Age. 


Late this afternoon a young man 


named William Henson, living at 1,008 
Oflnere strett,^committed suicide. He 
shot himself in the heart at ton min- 
utes after 3 o'clock and died instantly. 


The deed was'committed at his home 


on Offnere street. He had been down 
town in the early part of the after- 
noon. He came home about 3 o'clock. 


Shortly afterward Policeman Wil- 


liams approached the house. He was 
going to arrest Henson for writing 
some anonymous letters'. 
It is said 


they were directed to the mayor. Hen- 
eon saw him coming'and ran out of the 
house and: down the outside cellar 
steps. The officer followed. 
As he 


was descending the steps he saw Hen- 
son take a 38-calibre revolver from his 
pocket, and pointing it at his left 
breast, fired. He fell to the floor and 
died in about ten minutes.' • 


Henson was 24 years old. 
He was 


a carpenter by trade. He was not very 
strong minded. 


It developed that the officers were 


after Henson on suspicion that he knew 
something about the dynamite cases. 


Immediately after the coroner had ex- 


amined the body of the suicide, the cel- 
lar of the house was searched, with 
startling results. 


Hidden away in one corner was 


found 
a 
quantity 
of powder and 


dynamite. 
It is claimed that this 


powder was, the lot stolen from the 
Richardson, Neudoerfer & Silcox pow- 
'der house. 


The officers have suspected Henson 


.for some time and the mayor said that 
Officer Williams was on his way to ar- 
rest him for being concerned in the dy- 
namite outrages. Henson saw him com- 
ing and then shot himself. 


The police caught on through some 


insulting letters Hensoii wrote to a 
young lady. 
They were turned over to 


the police and upon comparison were 
fonnd to be identical with the anony- 
mous letters sent to the mayor. Henson 
was soon found to be the author of tho 
etters and it was decided to arrest him.

Tne Republican Blowout Last Ntgtot Was' 


Startling But Not Convincing. 


Torch Light ;Proe«MloD, Tranipartuicie*— 


Nothing So Transparent Though a* the 


Effort* of the <i. 0. P. to D«celv«— 


Three Tbon»and Present, Halt 


of Thorn BOTH and Glrl». 


According to the program that had 


jeen announced with glaring trumpets, 
flaming bills, and heralded all over the 
county for days by every means known 
o a Republican campaign committee, 
the allies of John Bull held a meeting 
n Athletic Park last night. The way 
;o the park was ablaze with bonfires 
ind torches, and the procession, lead 
jy a brass band and fife and drum, was 
long and boisterous. 
Every little boy 


whose mother allows him to be out 
after nine o'clock had been pressed into 
;he service, to either carry a torch" or 
iransparency, and it was in some in- 
stances pitiful to see the little fellows 
staggering along under their loads, and 
bus early in life be taught to bow the 
knee to tbe same Britain, from whom 
our forefathers wrested our indepen- 
dence during the reovlution. But, long 
as the procession was, there could not 
lave been more than three hundred 
voters in it, and the stream of people 
on the sidewalks clearly indicated that 
they were not in sympathy with, the 
allies of: our first and bitterest foes. 
They were simply attracted by a curi- 
osity to know what argument the Tory- 
aubs could put up for their treason. It 
is only proper to say that their curios- 
ity was satisfied long before Theodore 
Funk, who spoke last, had finished 
pouring out his tirade of abuse on every 
ane who did not endorse his British 
ideas. But, while Mr. Wilson made no 
argument, not for lack of ability, but 
because there is nothing upon which 
to base an arngment in favor of British 
supremacy in the United States of 
America, he did not pour forth the vol- 
ume of vituperations that Funk did, 
and the people in the grand stand, in 
front of which was the speakers' stand, 
handsomely decorated, gave him their 
closest attention and frequent, feeble, 
misguided, but well-meant applause. 
Funk started out with a flight of ora- 
tory and played the clown so well that 
for a few moments the people were de- 
lighted 
with bis 
perorations and 


amused with hia gestures and antics, 
but as soon as it was found that be con- 
sidered that argument, or even an at- 
tempt at argument, they glided quietly 
away from the glare of the electric 
light and tbe bombast of a sycophant, 
into the friendly shadows, and long be- 
fore be quit, the empty seats showed 
up at a ratio of 16 to 1. 


Hon. Chas. Hard prefaced his intro- 


duction of the speaker by reference to 
McKiuley's letter of acceptance, which 
he said bad that day been given to. tbe 
people, declared it a master-piece, and 
then moved that a telegram be sent to 
McKinley pledging him 2,500 majority 
in Scioto county. The motion was car 
ried, with a wboop and a hurrah, and 
then after further eulogizing the tin- 
horn Major of alleged protection fame, 
he introduced Hon. Ed. Wilson. 


Mr. Wilson said he had been invited 


to give a friendly talk to a local dab 
and bad not calculated to speak to .all 
the Republicans in Scioto county. He 
complimented Scioto county for her 
seemingly liberal 'endorsement of ithe 
British idea of finance and then pro- 
ceeded 'with his speech. • He said there 
was no need of argument in this cam- 
paign, because the personality of Mc- 
Kinley would suffice to win the victory. 
Just how the personality of Major 
McKinley is to explain to the people 
the cause of the wide-spread depression 
and distress that .exists, he did not ex- 
plain. At tbe close of this first eulogy 
of the standard-bearer of, the allied 
forces of the gold in England and tbe 
United States, the band broke in with 
"Marching Through Georgia," and 
Mr. Wilson gracefully acknowledged it 
as the compliment for which it was in- 
tended. 
_ 


He then went on to say that this is a 


campaign of education, and surprised 
most of his bearers by saying virtually 
that tbe only education they needed 
was to be gotten by studying the his- 
toryof the Republican party. Jusl 
how any one is to draw inspiration 
from the history of the Republican 
party, that will lead to a victory now, 
he did not say, further than to declare 
that that party always stood for moral- 
ity. 
Now, there is no doubt that the 


masses of tbe Republican party do, and 
always have stood, for morality, as 
have the masses of all other political 
parties, but for Mr. Wilson to claim it 
as a special virtue, was very close to an 
absurdity. He said that there was 
time when the Republican party was 
accused of waving the "bloody shirt,' 
but there was no occasion for doing so 
now, however, 'continued be, "If we 
were ao disposed now, we might say 
that if it was not for the states lately 
in rebellion and the silver mine states 
in the West, the Democrats would no* 
have a ghost of a show in the coming 
election." This was admitting thai 
they do have a "ghost of a show," anc 
Mr. Wilson no doubt made this admis 
sion with a strong mental reservation 
that the ghost was rapidly materializ 
ing. 


Continuing, he said that the Repub 


lican party has no fight to make against 
the rich, meaning that it had no desire 
to interfere with the plans of the capi 
talists of Great Britain, to rob and de 
press not only their own masses,, bu 
the laborers and producers of America 
but that it did desire to raise up the 
poor. He did not explain how this 
Republican party would raise up the 
poor without removing the burden 
that press them down, but he did de- 


lare that it was not in favor of remov- 
ng the burden. He admitted that after 
hirty years of almost unbroken rule of 
tie Republican party, the laborers have 
eon reduced to poverty, but he said 
11 that is necessary to relieve that 
x>verty and the general depression is 
xmfidence. 
He said we had plenty of 


money and that we could not get any 
more by legislation. 
This, of course 


eaves us to conclude that the Republi- 
an party, or rather the Tory party— 
be allied forces of Lombard street and 
Wall street-^if McKinley is elected, 
will do nothing to better matters. 
!hey will go on contracting the cnr- 
rejacy by retiring the greenbacks and 
'reserving [the gold reserve in the 
treasury by issuing more bonds and 
iling up the public debt. 
Among other things, he said that the 


per capita debt of England was four 
imes as great as that of any of the 
Western nations, or states, and that it 
was all a Democratic hobby to point to 


ngland as the richest nation on earth, 
ust what point Mr. Wilson expected 
o make by. this statement, we do not 
know, but we do know that he made a 
trong point, if his statement is-true, 
n favor of bimetallism, because Great 
Britain, or more properly speaking, 
ugland demonetized silver in 1816 
nd has been on a single gold standard 
asis ever since, and if in all that time 
be has only succeeded in piliug up the 
argest per capita debt of any nation 
n earth, she has demonstrated the fact 
hat the sooner we get onto a founda- 
;ion of bimetallism, the better it will 
e for us. 
The' fact that the single 


?old standard has forced us to issue 
millions of dollars of bonds in time of 
aeace, would go far toward5 substan- 
iatiug the fact, which he unintention- 
lly brought out, that the inevitable 
esult of the single gold standard is to 
ilo up a.national debt and pauperize 
he laboring and producing classes, 
'or, we have been told for years, by 
very Republican campaign orator that 
we must protect our labor against the 
>auper labor of Europe, and since we 
lave been theoretically and practically, 
f not in law, upon a single gold stand- 
ard, the laborer and producer of this 
nation have been gradually drifting 
toward want and pauperism, and at 
he present rate it would not be long 
till the laborers and producers of gold 
tandard America would be on the 
evel of the pauper labor of gold stand- 
ard England. The truth of the matter 
s, however, that Mr. Wilson waa pub- 
ishing a thing that was not true, wbven 
le said that the per capita debt of Eng- 
and is greater than that of any other 
nation', or most other nations, but the 
>er capita debt of Great Britain and 
Ireland being IBS.1?, is sufficiently 
urge to prove the ruinous results of the 
single gold standard, a thing that he 
did not mean to do. This was certainly 
a ruinous admission for Mr. Wilson to 
make, but like many of the (leclara- 
ions of the gold bugs, it was sbme- 
hing that the people were not sup- 
posed to understand and would serve to 
lonfouud them, whicb, alter all, seems 
to be the plan of a Republican cam- 
paign of education. It was in keeping, 
lowever, with hia declaration that the 
[Democratic party, started up the cry of 
:ree silver in 1893. Mr. Wilson cer- 
;ainly knows, that Major McKinley 
spoke in favor of free silver in congress 
long before that time and that almost 
every Republican state and national 
platform for fifteen years, has declared 
for bimetallism and ought to know 
that the people know it. 


Mr. Wilson frankly admitted that 


the country was in a bad shape, and he 
thought we were all anxious to do 
something to get it out. 
This was a 


slight contradiction of the previous 
statement that there was no need for 
anything more than we have except 
confidence. 
However, he went on to 


say that, in his opinion, the cause of 
the trouble was the repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley bill and the agitation of the 
silver question. He declared that the 
re-enactment of the 
• McKinley bill 


would produce all the revenue we 
need, foigetting, or ignoring, the fact 
that the McKinly bill was advocated 
on the grounds that it would reduce 
the surplus that had piled up in the 
treasury under Cleveland's first ad- 
ministration. 
Of course he did not ex- 


plain to the people how this double, 
back-aciton McKinley bill works, that 
under Harrison's administration 
it 


would reduce the revenue, and under 
some [other administration would in- 
crease it. 
Neither did he tell them 


that the Republican campaign commit- 
tee is now proposing to the gold bug 
Democrats to agree not to molest the 
tariff, if they will cast their strength 
for McKinley. 


Mr. Wilson here returned to the cur- 


rency question and declared that tbe 
only thing after all was tbe standard, 
and that we must have one fixed stand- 
ard that cannot vary. 
He claims that 


the Democrats would have one stand- 
ard, the Populists another, and the Re- 
publicans another. Ha neglected to tell 
them that the only time the standard 
was changed was in 1873 and that was 
done by the Republican party,surreptiov 
ioualy. He then gave a long deserta- 
tion on the fluctuations of values and 
then declared that Lombard street fixes 
the price of our wheat and the value of 
our dollar. 


In speaking of Mexico, his compari 


sons were just about as absurd as such 
comparisons usually are. 
He did not 


tell his hearers that the wages of the 
Mexican would buy as much of the 
necessities of life as the wages of an 
American, and in fact more. Hia com- 
parison of the Mexican shoe factory (he 
did not name the city or the factory) 
with the factories of our cities, waa so 
absurd and overdrawn aa to fail in 
bringing any applause. First, he said 
there were twenty or more girls work- 
ing in a factory at twenty cents a day, 
which is $1.80 a week—by. the way, aa 
much aa some boys and girls get right 
here in Portsmouth—and then wound 
up by saying that they had no factories, 
but that the girls sat on the sidewalks 
with their bare feet in the gutter—sat 


there all day in the hot sun without 
shelter and were not allowed to stop to 
eat or get a drink. 
The crowd did not 


take much stock in this story, so lie 
passed on. 


We are sorry to say it, but from be- 


ginning to end.Mr. Wilson's argument, 
or what was meant for. argument, was 
simply an array of contradictory state- 
ments and absurd declarations. For 
instance, the whole burden of his 
speech was directed against the free 
coinage of silver, while the platform 
of his own party always has, and now 
does,' declare in favor of bimetallism. 
The only difference is that the Repub- 
lican party is in favor of bimtallism 
and free coinage of silver if other na- 
tions will do the same thing. Mr. Wil- 
son did not explain how or why it 
would be any less repudiation for half 
a dozen nations to open their mints to 
free coinage than it would be for the 
United States alone to do so. To illus- 
trate, he virtually declared that if one 
man cheated^his creditors, it was a 
crime, but if he could get half a dozen 
other fellows to do the same thing at 
the same time, it would be the proper 
caper. 
V 


Mr. Wilson closed by declaring that 


Lawrence county would try to give Mc- 
Kinley a greater majority than Scioto 
would. At this point Mr. Carter asked 
him a question as to whether he bad 
said that England fixed the price of 
gold and of our wheat, and he said he 
did not say that it did. The mob.cried, 
"put him out!" and raised such a 
racket that the speaker could-not be 
heard, plainly showing that the cam- 
paign of education must, stop when it 
comes to seeking information. 
' 
. 


Theo. K. Funk next announced that 


his mouth was at the disposal of the 
G. O. P., whereupon some wit called 
out that it would be a good place for 
the party to crawl into after Novem- 
ber 3d. Mr. Funk did not seem, to 
notice the shot, but went off like a sky- 
rocket and came down like a stick.
